| have the honour to submit herewith the fifty-ninth Annual Report 
of the Department of Municipal Affairs. This annual report is for the 
calendar year ended December 31, 1971. 


This is the second year that the Department’s Annual Report is 
presented in narrative form. Last year’s report in this form, the first for 
the Department, was reportedly well received and was considered a valuable 
source of information for all those concerned with local government as well 
as those involved with research, education and with history. 


Changes in the Table of Organization reflect that during the year 
accounting services for the Alberta Emergency Measures Organization were 
transferred in October to the Department of Agriculture. 


Retirements from principal appointments during the year were: Mr. 
Eric Rymer, Assistant Director of Field Service after 43 years of public 
service on July 7; Mr. Bruce Ramsay, Chief Municipal Inspector after 43 
years of public service on September 30; and Mr. Keith Switzer, Director 
of Tax Recovery after 37 years of public service on October 17. All of these 
past employees gave dedicated and faithful service during their many years 
of working for the public. 


It is with regret that we record the death on May 15 of Mr. D. E. Mills, 
Chief Provincial Assessor. The late Mr. Mills was respected and admired 
by all who worked with him and the Department felt a deep sense of loss 
at his sudden passing. 


The following appointments were made to fill the vacancies created: 
Mr. James Bodman, Director of Tax Recovery; Mr. Archie Grover, Assistant 
Director of Field Service; and Mr. Eugene O'Neil, Chief Provincial Assessor. 
Mr. John Fleming was named to assume the position of Chief Municipal 
Inspector on January 1, 1972. 


The latest financial statement of the Special Areas as audited by the 
Provincial Auditor is included as required by Sec. 18 (a) of The Special 
Areas Act. It is Appendix ‘’A”’ to the Report of the Chairman of the Special 
Areas Board. 


Municipal Statistics related to 1970 are published separately in a 
supplementary report. 


Departmental staff worked with dedication and loyalty during 1971. 
In the municipalities, both elected and appointed officials continued to give 
their active co-operation to our members. | wish to extend our thanks for 
their assistance and many courtesies, all of which contributed much to help 
us in carrying out the many tasks of our Department.

ASSESSMENT COMMISSIONER 


GENERAL RESPONSIBILITIES 


@ Recommend to the Minister: 


a) standards, methods of assessment, regulations and rules for the 
guidance of assessors, 


b) procedures, rules and regulations necessary to ensure that all 
municipal assessors perform their duties in such manner as to 
result in general assessment uniformity, 


c) amending or new legislation relating to the assessment of 
property. 


@ Prepare legislation affecting all Provincial Statutes relating to and 
authorizing the assessment of property of any nature. 


@ Direct the manner and recommend the basis on which land, build- 
ings and improvements in all municipalities shall be assessed or 
valued. 


@ Maintain a research division as well as an assessment inspection 
division for the executive function of ensuring equity of assess- 
ments. 


e@ By authority vested through statute, enter upon and inspect any 
land or property at any time. 


_@ At his discretion, cancel the assessment of any assessed property 
or business and order a re-assessment. 


@ For the purpose of making any inquiry in relation to an assessment, 
the Commissioner is granted by law all the powers of a commis- 
sioner appointed under The Public Inquiries Act. 


ACTIVITIES 


Research Division 


The Division has a continuous program to maintain the highest degree 
of uniformity in real property assessments. Under this program the Assess- 
ment Manual was expanded this year through provision of additional rates 
and explanatory material for use by assessors. 


Other programs were started with a view to analysis of market data 
relative to both urban lands and farmlands. Studies are also being carried 
out to analyze the relationship of productivity data of farmlands to current 
methods of assessing such lands. 


Research was carried out for the purpose of determining assessment 
and licensing schedules for mobile units pursuant to legislation enacted 
at the 1971 session of the Legislative Assembly.

Surveys were undertaken on tax revenues generated through the assess- 
ment of Electric Power, Pipeline and Railways and redistribution of these 
revenues on a fair and equitable basis to all municipalities within the 
Province. 


Representation is maintained on a Departmentally instituted ‘‘Com- 
puter Systems Development Committee’ charged with developing ways and 
means of applying computer capabilities to the conduct of the various 
activities performed by the Department. Areas of interest will be com- 
puter usage for mass storage, analysis and retrieval of data designed for 
advancement of the assessment function. 


As in past years, an active part was also taken in the ‘’In Service 
Training Program” for Departmental Assessors and assistance in solving 
assessment and taxation problems continued to be extended to assessors, 
municipalities, industry and the general public. 


Inspection Division 


The inspection staff consists of four Inspectors of Assessments. They 
completed inspections of general assessments in one city, ten towns, 
twenty-four villages and summer villages and ten rural municipalities. 
Special land assessment inspections were carried out in two cities and one 
town. 


At the request of the Alberta Assessment Appeal Board, 45 farm 
land inspections were carried out. In addition, some 21 inspections of 
property were made in response to individual ratepayers and 50 farm land 
inspections were made as a direct request from one municipality. 


The Inspectors organized field trips in cultivated and pasture land to 
help establish assessment uniformity on agricultural land, attended a short 
course designed for senior assessment personnel and assisted the Alberta 
Assessment Equalization Board in computation of related data. 


General research was carried out on oil field equipment for inclusion 
in the Assessment Manual as standard values. An Inspector attended 
meetings of the Oil Field Facilities Advisory Committee and conducted 
meetings concerning the exemption from assessment of Pollution Control 
Equipment. 


Appraisals were also carried out for the Department.

@ are appointed to the Boards of Administrators of New Towns during 
the period of development 

® conduct investigations into and report upon any aspect of mu- 
nicipal administration when required. 


The Branch also: 


@ collects and examines financial statements from all municipalities 
each year and prepares and produces a statistical report therefrom 

@ assembles municipal statistical data as the occasion arises 

@ apportions the funds allocated under The Municipalities Assistance 
Act to the individual municipality. 


me TIVITIES 


Three hundred and twenty-nine offices of 102 towns, 166 villages, 
18 municipal districts, 30 zounties and 13 improvement district adminis- 
trative areas were inspected. One village and one |.D. were not inspected. 
Cities are not visited. 


Staff members attended regional seminars of the rural and urban 
municipal associations to assist in their studies of new legislation. Some 
members also attended the annual conventions of the above mentioned 
associations. The annual Banff refresher course in municipal administra- 
tion employed some of our staff as resource personnel. 


Members of the Branch gave assistance at budget meetings and con- 
ducted special investigations concerning certain municipalities. 


During 1971 it was necessary for members of the staff to act as official 
administrators of two villages and arrange for the election of a council for 
these villages. 
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The Fourth Session of The Sixteenth Legislature amended section 3 
of The Municipalities Assistance Act which had the effect of fixing the 
total amount available for distribution to municipalties under the terms of 
this Act at $38,000,000 in place of the previous fluctuating amount arrived 
at as one-third of the royalties collected during the immediately preceding 
year on petroleum and natural gas under The Mines and Minerals Act, 
which had equalled $37,739,595 in 1970. 


The population of the province increased by 42,327 during the year 
to a total of 1,625,150. With only a slight increase in the funds available 
for distribution the result was that the grants payable to approximately 75% 
of the municipalities would have been reduced slightly. The Government 
stipulated that no municipality would receive less than the amount paid in 
the previous year. This resulted in a total distribution of $38,323,481.32. 


The Villages of Spruce Grove and Cochrane were elevated in status to 
that of Towns effective January 1 and February 15 respectively.

The number of New Towns decreased from six to five when the New 
Town of Whitecourt assumed ordinary Town status effective December 20. 
Of the five remaining New Towns, members of this Branch continue to 
act on the Board of Administrators of two as follows: 


Fox Creek E. J. Briscoe 
Grande Cache L. L. Gurel 


The members of the Boards of Administrators for the New Towns of 
Fort McMurray and High Level are composed of local elected members 
while the Board of Administrators for the New Town of Rainbow Lake is 
made up of appointed local members. 


Statistics Canada has been holding meetings with representatives of 
the provinces at various times during the past five years to formulate 
proposals for a new financial reporting procedure for municipalities. This 
year’s conference was held in April in Regina, with Mr. T. D. Bruce of this 
Branch attending. 


Some Branch members participated this year in a study of the 
feasibility of a Planning Program Budgeting System for municipalities in 
line with a similar study by the Department of Education for school authori- 
ties. The study is a pilot project in the County of Mountain View No. 17. 
The firm of Urwick, Currie and Partners Limited, Management Consultants,

has been retained to assist in this project with the Department and the 
County participating in the funding. 


Municipal Statistics in Alberta 


The 1970 financial statements of all the municipalities were checked 
and from them the report of Municipal Statistics including the Improvement 
Districts and the Special Areas was compiled. This statistical report for 
1970, among other financial items, indicates: 


@ Of 326 incorporated municipalities, 62 operated with net deficits 
and 263 had net operating surpluses with one “city using its 
previous years operating surplus to balance its revenue and 
expenditure.

GENERAL’ RESPONSIBILITIES 


@ General and Annual Assessments: Provide assessment services to 
municipalities upon request, absorbing 25% of the cost. In the 
case of cities, only when assisting with a general assessment of all 
or a part of a city, will 25% of the Branch’s cost be absorbed by 
the Department. 

@ Pipe Line, Works and Transmission Lines: Under the provisions of 
The Electric Power and Pipe Line Assessment Act, prepare and 
forward to all municipalities assessment of all linepipe, works and 
transmission lines. 

@ Industrial: Directly responsible for industrial installations in the 
Improvement Districts and the Special Areas. Also, when requested, 
assist all assessors in their respective jurisdictions with the assess- 
ment of industrial installations. 

@ Out-of-Province: Assessment services have been provided in the 
past 20 years in the far north, to municipalities of the Northwest 
Territories and the Yukon. 

e Alberta Government Telephones: The numerous and complex prop- 
erties of the Alberta Government Telephones are valued under the 
lieu of The Municipal and Provincial Properties Valuation 

Gk. 

@ Properties Subject to Grant: Federal and provincial properties 
subject to grants in lieu of taxes are valued everywhere in the 

~ Province at the same ad valorem level as private properties. 


ACTIVITIES 


One hundred and forty-five field and 23 clerical staff are dispersed in 
the headquarters office in Edmonton and the ten branch offices located in 
the larger cities and towns. Personnel are temporarily assigned from other 
areas to a large project such as the general assessment of a city. 

Demand for Branch assessment service continues to grow with no let 
up. A serious loss of assessor personnel increased the workload of the 
remaining assessors, which in turn necessitated extensions of time to 
complete a number of assignments. 


Urban Assessment Program 


The Urban Assessment Program was adjusted to allow updating of 
general assessments and in some instances to provide extensions of time 
into the future. The necessity for updating was in the main due to economic 
changes occurring in municipalities. 

Assessment services were provided for general assessments in the cities 
of Medicine Hat and Grande Prairie. 

The general assessment of the City of Medicine Hat, began in 1970, 
was finalized this year. However, in the case of the City of Grande Prairie 
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and by reason of increased workload, loss of personnel, etc., the City’s 
general assessment was not finished in the specified time resulting in an 
extension.of time for completion. 

Assistance was again given to the City of Edmonton in their general 
assessment, with 12 assessors working there from early in January to 
April 9. 

General assessments were made in the following 19 towns: Beaver- 
lodge, Blairmore, Calmar (land only), Cold Lake, Coleman, Devon (land 
only), Didsbury, Eckville, Gleichen, Hardisty, Olds, Pincher Creek, Provost, 
Rocky Mountain House (land only), Smoky Lake, St. Paul, Three Hills, 
Two Hills (land only), and Whitecourt. 

General assessments were also carried out in 25 villages: Alliance, 
Bawlf, Bellevue, Bentley, Botha, Boyle, Clive, Cluny, Clyde, Cowley, Del- 
burne, Dewberry, Donalda, Evansburg, Frank, Galahad, Gibbons (land only), 
Irma, Lavoy, Millet, Morrin, Penhold, Rockyford, Torrington, and Wildwood. 

The heavy work schedule necessitated an extension of time in several 
of the above mentioned towns and villages. 

Annual assessment duties also found departmental assessors active 
in the cities of Drumheller and Wetaskiwin, 83 towns and 142 villages. 


Rural Assessment Program 


In each year farmland assessments commence about the same time 
as seeding which is usually the month of May. General assessments in a 
county, municipal district or an improvement district usually take two 
years. 

General assessments were completed for taxation in 1972 in the 
County of Lac Ste. Anne #28 and Improvement Districts 6 and 18. 

General assessments in progress for use in 1973 or later are: Improve- 
ment Districts 1 and 2, Counties of Ponoka #3, Lacombe #14, Paintearth 
#18, Camrose #22, Leduc #25, and Lethbridge #26. 

Departmental assessors were employed as municipal assessors to con- 
duct annual assessments in the Improvement Districts, 10 Counties and 11 
Municipal Districts. 


Northwest Territories Assessment Program 


Four assessors worked for approximately two weeks in making a general 
assessment of Norman Wells for the Northwest Territorial Government. 

Annual assessments were undertaken in the following municipalities 
of the Northwest Territories during the period June 15 - July 20: Fort 
Simpson, Fort Smith, Hay River, Inuvik, and Pine Point. 


Industrial 


A Supervisor, two District Assessors, four assessors, and a clerk- 
typist make up this staff which has a direct responsibility in Improvement 
Districts and the Special Areas for the assessment of more than 7000 oil 
and gas wells plus related facilities along with 70 to 80 industrial plants 
with assessments ranging from a few thousand to multi-millions of dollars. 

Additionally, this Section did considerable work in organized munici- 
palities, either in an advisory capacity or in a direct assessment function.

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Electric Power: 


The assessment of electric power was completed on December 31 and 
amounted to $51,943,630, an increase of $8,958,680 from 1970. This 
assessment covers all electric power property except land, buildings, lines 
and machinery used for farm service, lines and machinery not subject to 
the control of the Public Utilities Board and systems which are owned by a 
municipality and located within the municipality. The assessment included 
the new Sundance Generating Plant Unit #1, the Rainbow Plant Unit #2, 
but does not include the new H. R. Milner Generating Station at Grande 
Cache where production is expected to commence in 1972. Assessments 
were made to four private company owners and five city owners. 


C.A.T.V.: 


The assessment of Community Antennae Television transmission lines 
was completed December 15 and amounted to $129,180 an increase of 
$38,620. The Fort McMurray system was assessed in 1971 for the first 
time. We expect a greater increase in 1972 when systems in Calgary, 
Edmonton and Sherwood Park will be assessable for the first time. Assess- 
ments were made to nine companies located in 12 municipalities. 


A.G.T.: 


The valuation of Alberta Government Telephone Commission works 
and transmission lines was completed December 31 and amounted to 
$29,397,060, an increase of $5,310,880. 

The total value of electric power, pipeline, A.G.T. and C.A.T.V. assess- 
ments in 1971 was $298,227,760. 


Data Processing: 


A further number of taxpayers changed over to computerization of 
their own assessment records. Their data on key punch cards reduced the 
Branch’s need for time on the Provincial Data Centre computer. 


Personnel: 

Eugene L. O’Neil was appointed Chief Provincial Assessor and his 
former position as Supervisor of Electric Power & Pipe Line Assessment 
was filled by Rene Gagne. Jack Schmidt transferred to the Research 
Division in the Assessment Commissioner's office. There were three changes 
in clerical staff. The Electric Power and Pipe Line staff relocated to larger 
office facilities. 


Training 


The responsibility of training assessors continued with 122 assessors 
participating in the in-service training programs. The established assess- 
ment courses were opened to admit assessors from outside the government 
for the first time and 11 such assessors attended classes. Eight new 
assessors were given a two-week basic orientation course. 

Senior management, group dynamics and assessment studies were 
conducted for supervisory personnel at the Forestry Training School, 
Hinton. These courses were expanded to two, one-week seminars. 

Twelve Departmental assessors attended a special three-week course 
emphasizing the study of the soils of Alberta. Held at the Olds Agricultural 
Vocational College, this course was conducted by the Department of 
Agriculture.

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The University of Alberta’s Certificate Course in Municipal Assess- 
ment offered by the Public Administration Division continues to serve as 
the prime training foundation. This four-year course offers excellent 
material and 48 of our assessors are now enrolled. 


Expanded computer usage for assessment resulted in eight staff mem- 
bers enrolling in computer courses offered by universities, institutes of 
technology and the computer industry. 


Branch training facilities will be enhanced in 1972 with the use of a 
vidicom camera, recorder, tape and monitor. This equipment has been 
loaned to the training division by the Alberta Assessor’s Association. Train- 
ing programs will be taped and shown to assessors throughout the Province.

ACTIVITIES 


This Branch office was transferred in mid-year to the eighth floor of 
the new Workmen’s Compensation Board Building, 9912 - 107th Street, 
Edmonton. The transfer was occasioned by the general dearth of expansion 
space for most Branches of the Department in the Municipal Affairs 
Building on 108 Street. Staff complement of the Branch now stands at 44.

Subdivision processing, planning by-law and resolution checking, 
preparation of model by-laws, schedules and planning caveats. 


Subdivision Processing 


The year showed a considerable increase of 36% over 1970 in the 
number of applications to subdivide received by the Director, one of the 
ten subdivision approving authorities in the province. In particular, four 
large proposed subdivisions for resort purposes, amounting to over 700 
parcels, brought the total amount of processing fees up to a record $18,500 
exceeding the previous high of $16,047 in 1967. In all, the 590 applica- 
tions processed or receiving processing at year’s end, account for 3,076 
parcels. This is second highest only to the 4,366 parcels created in 1967.

The year indicates a definite trend toward establishing resort parcels 
and as mentioned above, some applications were of a size to warrant a very 
close investigation into the probabilities of pollution stemming from the 
concentration of development. In order to ensure each investigation was 
thorough, we enlisted the help of various experts on pollution matters from 
the Departments of Environment and Health and Social Development. This 
extended reference to other government Departments was over and above 
our mandatory references as set down in The Subdivision and Transfer 
Regulation and is in part the reason a sizable number (93) of applications 
had decisions pending at year’s end. 


A surprisingly small percentage (3.2%) of applications were refused, 
whereas 78% were approved or conditionally approved.

It is not easy to explain the large range of increases or decreases 
on an areal basis. Notable increases in 1971 include Battle River Regional 
Planning Commission 92%, Calgary Regional Planning Commission 160% 
and the Provincial Planning Director 48%, whereas notable decreases in- 
clude Medicine Hat Regional Planning Commission 280% and the 
Edmonton Regional Planning Commission 13%. 


By-laws, Development Control Resolutions and General Plans 


At December 31, 92 development control by-laws and 122 zoning 
by-laws were in force, out of a total of 348 municipalities. Although six 
development control by-laws were repealed in the year, the municipalities 
involved, except in one case, favored adopting zoning by-laws instead. To 
make up for this change, six new development control by-laws were adopted 
by the cities of Camrose and Grande Prairie, the towns of Coleman and 
Lac La Biche, and the villages of Bently and Stirling. Three other by-laws 
were updated. 


Ninety-five new development control resolutions were made, of which 
60 occurred in the cities of Edmonton and Calgary, 20 in towns, five in 
villages and 10 in the municipal districts, counties and improvement 
districts. 


One hundred and thirty-four zoning by-laws were amended, of which 

75 occurred in Edmonton, Lethbridge and Red Deer; 54 in towns, one in a 

ee and four in the municipal districts, counties and improvement 
istricts. 


General plans for the cities of Edmonton and Calgary, towns of Clares- 
holm and Edson, and the village of Crossfield were adopted in 1971 and 
so there are now 32 general plans in force in the province. Three plans 
were updated. 


___ A revised preliminary regional plan was adopted by the Calgary Re- 
gional Planning Commission and 14 amendments were made to the pre- 
liminary regional plan of the Edmonton Regional Planning Commission. 
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Model Uniform Building Code for the Province? 


A committee chaired by Mr. J. N. Polonuk, Deputy Director of Plan- 
ning, was established in January to study and report on the feasibility and 
adoption of a uniform building standard based on the National Building 
Code, for mandatory use by all municipalities throughout the province. 
City and provincial personnel were selected to comprise the six-man com- 
mittee. Terms of reference: 


@ establish procedures for dealing with appeals, amendments and 
interpretations of uniform building standards; 


@ achieve a satisfactory level of enforcement of building standards 
and building inspection; and 


@® reconcile and consolidate all legislation and regulations of the 
provincial government pertaining to building standards. 


In order to give all interested persons ample opportunity for partici- 
pation in resolving these matters, public heariings were held at nine major 
centres across the province. The hearings were well attended. The majority 
of respondents expressed themselves as being in favor of a new and pro- 
gressive uniform building code. 


A final report to the Minister on this matter is expected to be com- 
pleted early in the new year. It is to be hoped that enabling legislation 
will result from the findings of this report. 


Municipal Planning and Design Section 


General Plan Reports 


The preparation of general plan reports is now done completely by 
this section. The Vermilion Planning Report was completed here this year 
and then adopted by the town. The first stage of the Fort McMurray 
General Plan was completed and presented to the Board of Administrators. 
Work also began on general plan reports for the towns of Barrhead and 
Bonnyville with strong efforts to encourage “citizen participation”’ in their 
formulation. 


General Planning 


During the growth of a town or a community various problems con- 
cerning planning and development occur. This section has been involved in 
this way with the day to day planning and growth planning of towns such 
as Fox Creek, Whitecourt, Grande Cache, Fort McMurray, Slave Lake and 
Lac La Biche. Other such work was done this year in special cases that 
arose in the hamlets of West Edson, Fort Chipewyan, and Rosedale and the 
fringe area immediately surroundiing the Town of Lac La Biche. 


Technical Data Collection 


A deal of technical information is required if good detailed planning 
is to be done. It is the responsibility of this section to supply such informa- 
tion to the Branch, the Department and the regional planning commissions. 
For that purpose, liaison was established with the Technical Division of the 
Department of Lands and Forests for their production of required aerial 
photographs and contour maps. Photographs were taken this year of ap- 
proximately 70 towns in Alberta. New contour maps will soon be available 
for 5 Siaigcaaiesk High Prairie, Cardston, and Fort McMurray (expansion 
area).

Land Use Planning Data Bank 


In conjunction with other government agencies, a land data bank 
(primarily rural land within the province) has been established within the 
Branch to assist in making land use planning decisions. This data bank: 


® permits analysis of large volumes of data that are related to land 
use planning decisions 


@ provides an element of leadership and assistance in the coding 
and interpretation of data by land use planning agencies 


@ provides both raw and processed data to authorities and agencies 
responsible for administering land use. 


The existing data in the bank is recorded by quarter section units on 
rural lands in selected study areas within the province. A complete listing 
and description of the information presently being stored as well as the 
format being used in the data bank is found in a manual entitled “A User- 
Oriented Summary and Description of the Data Base, Data Processing Sys- 
tem and Computerized Document Retrieval System Employed in Regional 
Land Use Studies”. The manual was published by this Branch in May and 
copies are available ($2.50). A map with the manual indicates areas now 
included in the bank as well as those areas that are committed to be in- 
cluded at a later date. A second map indicates the planning agency involved 
for each area. It is worth noting that individual agencies are responsible for 
the recording of all data specific to their own area. The Provincial Planning 
Branch does provide assistance in acquiring the data when possible. 


Research on small urban areas in relation to a data bank system has 
been initiated in the Branch but is still in the development stage. However, 
the municipal planning commissions of Calgary and Edmonton have done 
in-depth research into the data bank field within their own areas. 


Hinton - Yellowhead Regional Land Use Study 


The objective of this study is to prepare guidelines which may be 
used for the rational and compatible allocation of resources of the region 
including the aim of maximizing the benefits from those same resources. 


The study was initiated in May 1970 with the approval of the Prov- 
incial Planning Board and is comprised of seven sub-regional land use 
study areas. The data base forms a part of the Land Use Planning Data 
Bank and provides the framework for analysis. Each sub-regional land use 
study will include three phases: 


@ Physical resource analysis: This phase analyzes the potential of 
the natural resources and attempts to determine the optimum 
physical land use. 


@ Socio-economic analysis: This phase includes detailed analysis of 
the present land use, economic base and current and future de- 
mand. The results are integrated with optimum physical land use 
to form a recommended land use plan. 


@ Evaluation in relation to policy: The recommended land use plan is 
assessed in relation to government policy to form a proposed land 
use plan.

Mobile Home Study 


With a view to providing administrators with an up-to-date evaluation 
of mobile homes, this Branch completed a thorough research program on 
various aspects of mobile home living. 


With the assistance of students employed through the Alberta Ecology 
Corps, it was possible to survey over 50% of the mobile home occupants 
living in or near settled areas of Alberta. An attempt to interview mobile 
home occupants in unsettled areas was also made, but met with little suc- 
cess because of difficulties involved in locating these homes. 


A report and subdivision regulation proposals are planned for 1972.

The purpose of this Regional Plan is to provide guidelines for the 
implementation of the Federal-Provincial Special Incentives Agreements 
and thus rationalize developments arising from these. Rationalization of 
resource use and management, and the location of industry at designated 
urban nuclei is intended to ensure that both social and economic benefits 
accrue to the people of the region in the long term as well as in the short 
term. 


The method of analysis includes the compilation of Canada Land 
Inventory and supplementary information concerning potential land usage 
on a quarter section basis. This indicates the land capability of the natural 
resources which exist in the area. Present resource use, land disposition and 
development trends are also analyzed. From these two areas of study, plus

a survey of economic trends external to the region, a projection of the 
development possibilities for each sector of the economy can be determined. 


Urban activity centres and rural settlement patterns are also being 
examined. The possibilities for economic sector development will be com- 
bined with the analysis of the settlement system to enable growth point 
identification, and will subsequently lead to the design of a system of 
functionally integrated settlements for the region. 


The report is scheduled for completion March 31, 1973. 


Branch Library 


The move of the Branch to new quarters benefited the Branch Library. 
Staff members are making increased use of the facility due to improved 
accessibility, display, indexing and information on new acquisitions. As in 
the past, assistance is also being rendered to individuals other than staff 
members with respect to loans and planning information. 


One hundred and twelve new books and reports were acquired for 
technical use by the staff. A number of journals, magazines and news- 
letters with emphasis on geography/planning content are being received 
to up-date staff awareness on current planning trends. 


A card index file is maintained on a National Information Exchange 
Service operated by the Intergovernmental Committee on Urban and 
Regional Research in Toronto. This service makes available on a weekly 
basis, brief summary descriptions of activities in housing and planning 
underway in all parts of the country. 


The librarian compiles and disseminates information concerning 
urban-oriented planning studies, reports, theses, data collections, etc., on 
thé provincial level in the hope that it will assist in alleviating research 
duplication and overlap. 


Regional Planning Section 


This section participated in several on-going projects, the most suc- 
cessful of which was the acceptance and establishment by the Government 
of the Alberta Planning Fund which is now experiencing its first year of 
operation. The formula under which the Fund operates aims to provide a 
fair measure and sharing of all local, municipal and provincial government 
monies for regional planning on the basis of equalized assessments and mill 
rates which range from .02 to .45 depending on the class of municipality. 


These changes in funding for regional planning have prompted con- 
sideration of changes in the manner of representation on regional planning 
commissions and new organizational structures of the commissions adopt- 
ing standing committees. A measure of delegated authority by the com- 
mission to a specific standing committee has occurred in several of the 
commission organizations in accordance with enabling legislation enacted 
for this purpose last year. 


Liaison with regional planning commissions continued to be of value 
in the preparation of preliminary regional plans, in the sharing of informa- 
tion between commissions and in government Departmental programs for 
development. Periodic meetings between directors of regional planning 
commissions and the Branch proved useful as a part of this liaison.

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The section embarked upon sub-regional studies of the area named as 
the North Saskatchewan River regional planning area, with a view to pro- 
viding a future North Saskatchewan Regional Planning Commission with 
preliminary base work at the time it may be established as a formal 
commission.

The studies 
allow for the preparation of basic planning tools for a region and/or its 
sub-regional parts.

GENERAL RESPONSIBILITIES 


There are 24 Improvement Districts. They are unorganized areas 
that do not have local autonomy. . Population last census was 
75,199; their acreage (1969) 112,648,109; acreage assessed 
(1969) 6,486,340; equalized assessment (1971) $233,773,080; 
average size 204 townships, average population 3,133. 

Five Improvement Districts are National Parks and one is a Military 
Experimental Range (1.D. 3). 

General municipal administration is carried out in the remaining 
18 of the 24 Improvement Districts as a field service work of this 
Branch. For administrative purposes some districts are combined 
into what is termed an ‘‘administrative area’’. However each district 
retains its own identity for tax collection and disbursement pur- 
poses. The 13 administrative areas have field offices situated in 
Medicine Hat, Drumheller, Calgary, Rocky Mountain House, West- 
lock, Edson, Lac La Biche, Evansburg, Valleyview, High Prairie, 
Spirit River, Peace River and High Level. There are 12 adminis- 
trators (one administers two areas from Calgary and Drumheller), 
13 Agricultural Service Board officers, 13 office assistants, four 
licensing inspectors, a programs officer, and a pest control officer. 
The Administrator has a wide variety of duties including the col- 
lection of taxes, licenses and permits; the making of assessments; 
issuance of development permits; the holding of elections to fill 
vacancies that occur in |.D. Advisory Committees; the convening 
and holding of annual public meetings to discuss municipal ad- 
ministration with the electors; also service on Agricultural Service 
Boards, Planning Commissions, Health Units, and his own |.D. 
Advisory Committee. He makes inspections and valuations of lands 
and improvements that are to be offered for sale under the pro- 
visions of The Tax Recovery Act; of lands being purchased under 
the provisions of The Farm Purchase Credit Act and until the end 
of this year, of estates for purposes of succession duties. 

The Programs Officer, located in Edmonton, deals with such matters 
as recreation programs, hamlet services, preventative social services 
and courts of revision. 

Mobile Equipment and Mobile Home Licensing is carried out by 
four inspectors stationed in Lethbridge, Calgary, Edmonton and 
Grande Prairie. 

Agricultural programs on a local level are the duty of 13 Agricul- 
tural Service Board Officers, each under the supervision of his 
respective Improvement District Administrator. 


ACTIVITIES 


General assessments were completed in Improvement Districts 8, ity 
18 (former 143), 23 (former 149), and in part of Improvement District 16. 
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Departmental assessors were employed for this work. A general assessment 
is underway in Improvement Districts 1 and 2 and will be completed in 
1972, effective for taxation purposes in 1973. 


Departmental assessors were also employed for annual assessments 
with our Administrators assisting them whenever required. 


Courts of Revision were held as usual with respect to general and 
annual assessments by the Programs Officer, Assistant Director and Director. 


Recreation boards were established in numerous Improvement Districts, 
and recreational program agreements entered into with several towns and 
villages. 


Public meetings were again held to discuss municipal matters with the 
residents. 


The Rosedale hamlet water system is nearing completion. A contract 
has been let for the installation of a water and sewer system in the hamlet 
of Midlandvale. Debenture borrowing will finance this Midlandvale project 
with repayment being made from frontage tax and users fees. 


It is anticipated that the hamlet of West Edson will also have a water 
and sewer system installed on the same basis, sometime during 1972. 


Mobile Home and Mobile Equipment Licensing continued at approxi- 
mately the same level as in previous years. 


There was a substantial ($26,700,000) increase in industrial assessment 
during the year, from $44,700,000 in 1970 to almost $71,400,000, a 
growth of nearly 60%. The Industrial Section of the Assessment Branch 
was employed to carry out these assessments. 


Development Control occupies more of the Administrator’s time as 
the trend to country residential living accelerates. In order to deal more 
effectively with this trend, it is proposed to establish municipal planning 
commissions in a number of Improvement Districts. 


Agricultural Service Boards continue to function effectively in the 
Improvement Districts. No increase in Boards is planned for 1972. 


Administrators were assisted with advice from residents elected by 
their fellow residents as members of Advisory Committees. The first 
Advisory Committee was elected in 1959 in what is now Improvement 
District 10. There is provision for 118 of these advisers organized into 26 
committees in all of the 18 Improvement Districts where this Branch is 
responsible for municipal administration. Sixty of these Committeemen 
attended their ninth annual conference in the Jubilee Auditorium in 
Edmonton on March 24 and 25. Committees vary in size from a minimum 
of three members in |.D. 6 to a total of seven in |.D.’s 20 and 23. One 
1.D. (#17) has as many as four committees. One recommendation Com- 
mitteemen made at their conference in Edmonton this year was that rules 
and regulations for the election of committeemen be promulgated by 
Ministerial Order and this matter is under consideration for possible 
establishment in 1972.

Tax Recovery 


Seventy-one calls were made on municipal secretary-treasurers and 
ratepayers throughout the Province. Purpose of the calls was to assist 
secretary-treasurers and Councils respecting tax recovery proceedings, 
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land sales and tax collections. Calls on ratepayers were in respect to collec- 
tions, complaints and applications by municipal authorities for the Minister’s 
permission to take action to evict. 


Urban 


The sale of occupied properties by cities and towns totalled 15 parcels 
with a revenue return of $26,376. Villages submitted 124 sales for 


approval covering both occupied and vacant properties realizing a return 
of $36,677. 


Rural 


Counties and Municipal Districts 

Counties and Municipal Districts that require the Minister’s approval 
on all properties sold disposed of 171 parcels with a return of $129,466. 
Improvement Districts and Special Areas 


Fourteen tax sales advertised 735 parcels but actually offered only 
155 parcels as 580 were redeemed prior to the holding of sales. 


An additional 354 tax recovery parcels (residuals from earlier tax 
sales) were sold privately and/or by public tender. 


All sale returns amounted to $418,719. 


Agricultural Relief Advances 


A new issue under the provisions of The Agricultural Relief Advances 
Act to farmers in Improvement Districts 18 and 22 resulted in the open- 
ing of 21 new accounts in the total amount of $16,818. 


Payment received on outstanding accounts amounted to $33,702. 
This represents relatively poor collections. The areas where these advances 
have been issued experienced poor crop conditions in the past few years.

A discount in taxation is granted and paid by the Provincial Gov- 
ernment in connection with owner-occupied residences provided all 
the conditions for eligibility are met in accordance with The Home- 
owners Tax Discount Act. For the years 1968 to 1970, inclusive, the 
maximum discount granted amounted to $50. 


Effective in the year 1969, recipients of a Guaranteed Income 
Supplement from the Federal Government qualified for an additional 
discount bringing their gross discount to a maximum of $100.

versities and Technical Institutes form a valuable part of our staff develop- 
ment program. Over 100 employees are taking courses in public admin- 
istration, assessment principles, economics, planning subjects, computer 
sciences, and related fields. Course subsidization by the Department 
amounted to $15,200 during 1971. Certainly a worthwhile investment in 
our most important asset — people. 
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The key to effective public administration is the acquisition and re- 
tention of qualified personnel dedicated to serving the public interest. 
Municipal Affairs places major emphasis on selection standards, individual 
in-service training and development, effective team work, and mainten- 
ance of a high standard of employee relations.

GENERAL RESPONSIBILITIES 


Some 5,200,000 acres make up the Special Areas in the southeastern 
part of the Province. They lie generally north of the Red Deer River ex- 
tending roughly 100 miles from north to south and about the same distance 
from west to east at their widest point. 


It is interesting to note that only 30% of land in the Special Areas is 
privately owned. About 70% is public land made up of 30% crown land 
and 40% tax recovery land. 


Population at last census was 7,974. Equalized assessment was 
$37,822 340 in 97 le 

The Board: 

@ collects taxes on all lands and rentals on public lands 

® constructs and maintains the roads 

® controls land use. 


ACTIVITIES 


The 1971 budget increased by $475,351 over 1970 for a total of 
$3,538,175. Of this sum, $135,183 represented a five mill increase in the 
municipal portion of the mill rate. The balance was required for schools 
and _ hospitals. 


There were 39 permanent and 39 full-time hourly-rated employees. 
During the peak employment period, up to 45 casual workers were also 
hired. 


Tax recovery and crown lands are all leased in the same manner. Only 
9,520 acres of these lands were occupied by annual permit. All of the re- 
maining public land continued to be occupied under a system of long-term 
grazing and cultivation leases. 


The economy is based to a considerable extent on the livestock in- 
dustry and so a significant part of the cultivated acreage is used for the 
growing of feed. Higher prices were paid for cattle and this improved the 
economic position of residents. Lower wheat quotas, however, were signifi- 
cant enough in the economy to cause some anxiety. 


A principle concern of the Board is control of land use in order to 
prevent a recurrence of the ‘’dustbowl’’ conditions that were prevalent in 
the 1930's. Emphasis in this land use control is placed on rebreaking aban- 
doned farm lands and seeding to approved grass species. 


Under this regrassing program, 59,050 pounds of various varieties 
of grass seed were sold at half price and 23,128 acres of grazing lease land 
were seeded. Inspections indicate the condition of the seeded grass stands 
to be 15% in very good to excellent condition, 75% in fairly good to good 
condition, and 10% in poor to fair condition. 
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The Board operated four large community pastures in which the 
breeding programs were controlled by a number of associations, and one 
smaller pasture reserved for yearling steers. The total area in community 
pastures is 175,661 acres within which some 7,500 animals were accom- 
modated. Revenue from these community pastures amounted to $98,109. 


_ With assistance from the P.F.R.A., some 59 dams and dugouts were 
constructed by ranchers and farmers this year. Ducks Unlimited added 
a new dam and now have a total of 201 completed projects in the Special 

reas. . 


The Warble Fly Control Program continued to gain acceptance and 
1,954 gallons of systemic chemicals were supplied at cost to cattle owners. 


During the year, 122 lease assignments, 14 partial assignments, and 
223 renewals were processed, and because of their size, it was clear the 
trend toward larger and more economic agricultural units is continuing. 


Collection of crop shares amounted to $388,801. Grazing rental col- 
lections brought in $243,721. Grazing taxes totalled $638,080. 


The Recreation Boards established last year for each Special Area 
functioned well and are becoming more involved as experience in the field 
is gained. 


Three hundred and five miles of roads were gravelled and 113% 
miles constructed. Of this mileage, 36/2 were built with scrapers, 68 by 
elevated graders and scrapers, and nine by auto patrol. By request of the 
Special Areas Board, the Bridge Branch, Department of Highways and 
Transport supplied two large diameter culverts which were installed by a 
Special Areas crew. The Bridge Branch itself installed 12 precast concrete 
bridges. The new bridge over the Red Deer River at Steveville, completed 
this_year, is a benefit to the southern part of Special Areas No. 2. 


Oil and gas industry expansion quickened in the latter part of the 
year. One hundred and fifty leases were issued for wellsites and access 
roads. Seventy-two of these were applied for in the last five months to 
indicate the late surge in oil and gas development work. Six new meter 
station sites and gas plants were built. Many miles of new pipe lines for 
gathering systems and Alberta Gas Trunk transmission lines were con- 
structed. This will all add substantially to the 1972 assessment. One Field- 
man was assigned to inspection of wellsites and his work assisted materially 
in bringing site restorations to an excellent standard. 

Compensation and rentals for easements for electrical transmission 
lines and proceeds from agreements and rights of entry pertaining to the 
oil and gas industry brought in $115,485. 

Other fees collected under the Special Areas ‘Schedule of Fees’’ 
amounted to $51,567. In this schedule is included such items as assign- 
ment of lease fees and the fees for the issuance of the various types of 
leases. 

The latest financial statement of the Special Areas as audited by the 
Provincial Auditor forms Statement ‘’A”’ to this Report. It is for the year 
ending December 31, 1970 and is provided as required by Section 18 (2) 
of The Special Areas Act.

ALBERTA ASSESSMENT APPEAL BOARD 


GENERAL RESPONSIBILITIES 


The hearing and determination of: 


appeals from decisions of Courts of Revision in all municipalities 
throughout the province in respect of land and improvement 
assessments, business tax assessments and local improvement 
assessments; 


appeals filed by municipalities in respect of equalized assess- 
ments established by Order of the Alberta Assessment Equalization 
Board for each municipality; 


appeals filed in respect of any assessment made by the Alberta 
Assessment Commissioner; 


appeals filed in respect of any assessment made by the Chief 
Provincial Assessor under authority of The Electric Power and Pipe 
Line Assessment Act; 


appeals brought forward under authority of The Irrigation Act, 
and 


appeals filed in respect of assessments made under authority of 
The Mineral Taxation Act. 


On hearing the foregoing type of appeals the Board’s responsibilities 
extend not only to the determination of the amount of an assessment, but 
also to whether the name of any person was properly entered in the Assess- 
ment Roll and as to whether any property or business was legally assessed 
or exempt from assessment. Similarly, the provisions of The Appeal Board 
Act extend the responsibilities of the Board to quash assessments not under 
appeal when substantial justice cannot be done by adjusting the assess- 
ments then on appeal. 


ACTIVITIES 


The Board finalized 1970 appeals in respect of 1,255 items of pro- 
perty and dealt with appeals filed in 1971 as set out hereunder:

At year’s end there are 70 items under appeal to the Board in 1] 
different municipalities. They are scheduled for hearing in 1972. 


During the year, three applications were made to the Supreme 
Court of Alberta for Orders of Certiorari to quash written decisions of the 
Board, entered as Board Orders 36/70, 4/71 and 20/71. The court refused 
to quash Order 36/70 and the Applicant has now filed an appeal with the 
Supreme Court of Canada. To the converse, the application to quash 
Board Order 4/71 was granted by the Trial Division and that decision is 
now under appeal to the Appellate Division of the Supreme Court of 
Alberta. The application in respect of Board Order 20/71 was not filed 
until late in November and is scheduled for hearing in February 1972. 


The Board issued a total of 63 written decisions and 24 other cases 
are in the process of being written at year’s end. All other judgements were 
given orally and confirmed in writing. Copies of written decisions were, 
in each case, supplied to the Appellant, the Respondent, the Alberta 
Assessment Commissioner and the Chief Provincial Assessor.

GENERAL RESPONSIBILITIES 


@ Direct the formation of policies governing the provincial assess- 

ment and equalization program for purposes of the School Foun- 
_ dation Program Fund. 

@ Prepare and recommend to the Minister such legislation as may 
be required by the Assessment Equalization Board in the discharge 
of its functions. 

® Recommend such rules, regulations and procedures as may be re- 
quired by the Board in carrying out the equalization program of 
real property assessment and valuations. 


ACTIVITIES 


The Board continued its responsibility of establishing equalized 
assessments in respect of all municipalities. As in previous years, the 
Board carried out the function of apportioning equalized assessments of 
municipalities amongst school divisions, school districts and hospital dis- 
tricts in order that such levels of Government might requisition contribu- 
ting municipalities for additional revenues required over and above con- 
tributions received from the School Foundation Program Fund and the 
Alberta Hospital Benefits Plan. The determination of equalized assess- 
ments is also a factor in the allocation of costs covering the operation of 
Senior Citizens Homes, Nursing Homes, Recreational Areas, the Alberta 
Planning Fund and is also used in the calculation of grants under The 
Municipalities Assistance Act. 


Equalized assessment totalled some three billion four hundred and 
nineteen million dollars and formed the basis on which municipalities 
contributed some one hundred and two million dollars to the School Foun- 
dation Program Fund.

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COMMUNAL PROPERTY CONTROL BOARD 


GENERAL RESPONSIBILITIES 


The administration of The Communal Property Act under the direction 
of the Minister of Municipal Affairs includes: 


@ establishing and maintaining a record of the lands held by the 
Hutterite colonies in Alberta when the Act came into force as of 
May 1, 1947 and for each colony established since that date. 


@ ensuring the maximum acreage restrictions imposed by the Act are 
adhered to by the colonies. The accompanying map shows land 
limitation zones established for this purpose. 


@ receiving applications from colonies seeking leave to acquire addi- 
tional lands, and where an application does not involve the estab- 
lishment of a new colony, determining whether or not the acquisi- 
tion of the land by the colony is in accordance with the Act and 
in the public interest. The Board may grant or refuse the appli- 
cation as it deems proper. If the Board refuses the application by 
reason of the acreage restrictions, the colony may reapply by way 
of a petition to the Lieutenant-Governor in Council. An appeal 
also lies to a judge of the district court in respect to any decisions 
of the Board. 


ACTIVITIES 


The Board dealt with an unusually large number of inquiries from 
individuals, schools and universities seeking information concerning the 
Hutterian Brethren and the methods by which colony expansion is con- 
trolled in Alberta. A considerable amount of time and research was spent 
dealing with these requests. 


Three applications for leave to establish new colonies were received 
by the Board in 1971, two of which were approved. 


A total of 20 applications from existing colonies for additional acreage 
were received and all were approved after investigations were carried out 
by the Board. In addition six applications for acreage in excess of the 
maximum permitted by regulations were investigated by the Board and 
submitted to the Minister of Municipal Affairs for consideration by the 
Executive Council. Four of these applications were granted and two 
refused. 


The operations of the Board ceased on December 8, 1971.

For the purpose of determining the maximum land area allowable for 
Hutterite colonies , the Province of Alberta is divided into three land 
limitation zones. Each zone boundary is established to reflect such 

common characteristics as classification of the soil, the amount of 
rainfall and the general suitability of the land for agricultural purposes. 
Colonies in Zone A are limited in size to a maximum acreage of ten 
sections; those in Zone B have a sixteen section land limit, and in 
Zone C twenty-four sections are the limit for size.

Meetings, Hearings and Sittings 
Eighty-eight meetings and hearings: 
5 regular meetings 
61 subdivision appeal hearings 
22 other meetings. 
Fifty-four of the meetings and hearings were held outside of the City 
of Edmonton in some 30 different centres with some centres being visited 
as many as six times during the year for the purpose. Some new centres 


visited were the City of Lloydminster, the New Town of Fort McMurray and 
the Towns of Cardston, Blairmore, Three Hills and Bonnyville. 


Appeals 
Two hundred and twenty-four appeals were filed with the Board. 
Three were concerned with Preliminary Regional Plans. 


The Board heard 176 individual subdivision appeals. Of these, the 
Board upheld the decision of the approving authority 48 times, varied 31 
decisions, reversed 57 decisions and decided that on 13 appeals, it had no 
jurisdiction to render a decision. Twenty-seven appeals remain outstanding 
because decisions await further requested information. 


Fourteen subdivision appeals were abandoned by the applicants. 


The Board issued four amending Board Orders on decisions that had 
been rendered, and in total, issued 386 Board Orders comprised of: 


191 on waivers of The Subdivision and Transfer Regulation 
37 on public reserves 
153 on subdivision appeals 
5 others on preliminary regional plans, etc.

The Mapping Committee met three times. Recently it concerned 
itself with preparing a submission to the Board for the province-wide 
co-ordination of mapping and the adoption of a common mapping scale 
for use by all the agencies of government at various levels. Such a procedure 
could result in considerable saving of monies and time in.meeting the needs 
of the various planning and other agencies. 


Because of the long range advantages of all mapping programs being 
related to a common projection and numbering system, the committee 
recommended these guide lines for considering grants for special projects 
relating to surveying or mapping programs by municipalities: 

@ scales of 1,000 and 5,000 and the numbering system prescribed 

by the Director of Surveys be adopted

® photogrammetric mapping and orthophoto maps be ‘controlled’ by 
monuments in the survey control system where it exists 


® urban municipalities be urged to enter into cost-sharing agreements 
with the Minister of Highways and Transport to establish a survey 
control base before embarking on a mapping program 


@ co-ordinates of property centroids be digitized for use in com- 
puterized land data files and related to the map projection adopted 
by the Director of Surveys for urban use 


® municipalities be encouraged to convert engineering and utility 
information to the co-ordinate system and also to convert maps and 
plans of these facilities to that standard format 


@ further studies of the applicability of photomaps and stereo ortho- 
photo maps to the planning process be carried out in conjunction 
with present studies by the Director of Surveys. 


The Finance Committee was charged with implementing the Alberta 
Planning Fund which came into existence April 1. The Fund is described 
later in this report. 


The Parcel Plan Committee has been engaged in defining various 
sections of The Planning Act and The Subdivision and Transfer Regulation 
with respect to their practical application to planning along with the effect 
of such application as it applies to, or effects, other existing regulations. 


Other Meetings 


The Board met with the Environment Conservation Authority regarding 
the implementation of its recommendations prepared as a result of hearings 
into the possibility of raising the water level of Cooking Lake, and it also 
met with various municipal councils and regional planning commissions 
regarding other planning matters. 


Conferences 


The Board sent members T. Drinkwater and P. D. R. McCalla as 
representatives to the annual conference of the Community Planning As- 
sociation of Canada held in Halifax in October. It is the first time that 
Board members have made the opportunity of attending one of these annual 
conferences. Messrs. Drinkwater and McCalla recommend the attendance 
of Board members at future conferences. 


The Board was also represented at the seminars held by each of the 
regional planning commissions throughout the year and it is with satisfaction 
that it can be reported these were most successful. Their theme was 
“Urbanization and the Future”. 


The Alberta Planning Fund 


The Alberta Planning Fund, established in 1971, provides that each 
and every municipality contribute to the Fund on the basis of its equalized 
assessment. In this manner, all municipalities support the costs of planning 
in the province. 


Revenue realized in this way during 1971 amounted to $367,500. The 
provincial contribution was an additional $596,950, for a total fund of 
$964,450. The operating budgets of the regional planning commissions 
were paid from this Fund.

All indications are that with the advent of this Fund, more municipali- 
ties will wish to join the regional planning commission in which they are 
located and another result will be increased demands on the commissions 
for their planning services.
